His Party Decides to Refuse to Ac- 
cept His Resignation. 



TRYING TO SAVE THEIR FACE 



No Matter What Turn Affairs In Cuba 
May Take Intervention la Bound to 
Follow and Tatt Will Be the Head 
of the Provlalonal Government. 
Funaton at Havana. 

Havana. Sept. 28— At an assembly 
of Moderates It was decided to refus* 
to accept President Palma's resigna- 
tion in the hope of inducing him to 
continue in office and thus avoid In- 
tervention. 

Intervention by the installation of a 
provisional government wai contem- 
plated, but the United States peace 
commissioners will await develop- 
ments In congress. 

The atmosphere at the palace laat 
might was decidedly gloomy. Every- 
body who emerged from Presldeat 
Palma's office wore a long face. 

President Palma steadfastly refused 
• very solicitation of his friends to 
withdraw his resignation. Typical of 
this was the cablegram he sent to 
President Roosevelt in response to the 
final urgent message from Rooaevelt 
that he remain at his helm. In thla 
President Palma expressed his warm- 
eat appreciation nf President Roose- 
velt's efforts to secure peace for Cuba 
and the friendship he has always 
shown the Cuban people. He referred 
to htg own previous sacrifices for 
Cuba, which he said had not been 
made In vain, but In the present situ- 
ation and in view of all that had trans- 
pired he felt that further sacrifice oa 
his part would be useless, and that it 
was not consistent with his dignity 
and 



aa whes he 
his friends concede that he will have 
the satisfaction of having conscien- 
tiously and Industriously discharged 
his duties In face of the almost con- 
stant lack of co-operation from con- 
gress. 

Were It po««lble to induce Presi- 
dent Palma to withdraw his resigna- 
tion the situation still would be most 
difficult, and Intervention would con- 
tinue to be the most probable out- 
come. If Palma's resignation was ac-

sary fer congress to elect a provision- 
al president Suck an election would 
be a new sort of contention not only 
between the opposing political par- 
ties but probably between the oppos- 
ing factions within these parties. 

This being the situation nobody Is 
Inclined to doubt that within 24 hours 
Stcrutary Taft. by authority of the 
president of the t'nlted States, will 
proclaim himself provisional governor 
of Cuba. Such a government, how- 
ever, would be made Cuban as far as 
It was possible to do so by continuing 
the various departments under the im- 
mediate control of the present heads. 

Immediate developments in the sit- 
uation depend on the action taken by 
congress. It Is not likely that the 
Llerals will attend the session, but 
the Moderates and tha Liberal Nation- 
alists combined expect to secure a 
quorum. The Moderate leaders ex- 
pect nothing except Intervention, It 
being a matter of common report 
among them that armed United States 
forces will flock ashore from the war- 
ships assembled here even before the 
meeting of congress. Even should 
congress carry out Its announced In- 
tentlonof not accepting President Pal- 
ma's resignation, Secretary Taft will 
hold that a vacancy exists unless Pal- 
ma himself concludes to remain In 
office.

Watt I ndian Hurricane Follow* Al 
moat the 8ama Route Taken by the 
Storm That Devastated Oalveeton 
Several Year* Ago. 

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 28. — Reports 
rtcelved here from Pensacola, FLa., 
itate that tbe gulf hurricane passed 
Inland weat of there, the winds reach 
ing ss miles an hour at Pensacola. 
While centered In south central Mia 
ilaalppl the tempest decreased In en- 
ergy. An Increase In the energy of 
the storm, however. Is expected when 
the disturbance reaches the lower 
lake regions, Its course being north- 
ward through Tennessee, Kentucky 
and Ohio. This is almost identically 
the course taken by the West Indian 
hurricane which devastated Galves- 
ton, Tex., several years ago. 

After leaving the coast the hurri- 
cane, which came up from the West 
l, proceeded inland through 
northern Alabama in a northeasterly 
direction at a velocity but slightly 
leas than that recorded In New Or- 
. Reports do not Indicate any 
loss of life, but damage to property 
orer the territory touched by tha 
Itonn la aomethlng enormous. All 
wire communication is seriously dls- 
Mteanged, and in some instances cut 
J^Tcltlea completely. Numerous wash- 
outs occurred, the interruption from 
this cause in one case extending 80 
miles Penaacola, where the maxi- 
mum velocity of wind was felt, reports 
a property loss of $3,000,000 In the 
city alone. 

New Orleans furnished numerous 
wild rumors, but authentic reports 
from there Indicate that while there 
was considerable damage to property 
there was no loss of life in the city. 

The waters of Lake Pontchartraln. 
which were five feet above normal, 
causing a serious overflow in parts of 
New Orleans, receded appreciably. 
The water in the submerged districts 
bee an to drain off, and the wind, which 
veered to the northwest, began to 
•Hre the waters of the lake toward 
the gulf. 

The damage to railroads ia very 
heavy Reports to officials of the 
Louisville £ Nashville railroad from 
the Mobile and Montgomery divisions 
Indicate that the loaess will approxi- 
mate $1,000,000. The tracks between 
Plomaton, Ala., and Pensacola, Fla, 
are obstructed In many places, and la 
places badly torn up by falling trees.

The oyster s heart is made up 
of two parts, just like that of u hu- 
man lieliiB. one of which receives the 
bltoA from the Kills, ami the other 
drives it out through tha arteries. The 
liver Is found In the Immediate vicin- 
ity of the heart and stomach nnd is a 
BjsjtM shaped little organ, which Is 
suppused to perform all the functions 
of n Wood tiller. Kvery oyster has a 
mouth, I heart. I liver, a stomach and 
other necessary Internal organs, In- 
cluding a set of cunningly devised In- 
testine*. The mouth Is at the small 
end of the oysters body, near the 
hinge of the shell. It Is oval lu shape, 
and. though not readily discovered by 
an nnpracticed eye, it may be easily 
located by gently pushing a blunt bod 
klu or similar Instrument along tbe 
folds of the surface of the body at the 
place nientioued.
